SUFFERS FROM 
FLOOD WATERS 


France and Belgium Hard- 
est Hit—Lirge Arcas 
Inundated

LONDON, Nov. 26.—Rowboais 
splashed through the streets of 
Parisian suburbs last night, Meu 
worked long hours to repair the 
broken dikes along the rivers of 
Belgium, and the rain still 
pounded down on a Europe al- 
ready suffering heavily from 
disastrous floods. 

Belgium felt the heaviest blow 
Her crops were ruined, her live- 
stock drowned in great numbers, 
her fields were under water and 
thousands of her people tempor- 
arily homeless. 

‘The big hospital at Namur was 


\flooded and the sick were cat- 


ried to the topmost floors, The 
old battlefields around Nieuport 
were inundated, and the dunes 
protecting the lowlands from the 
French to the Dutch borders 
were broken in many places. 

The situation in Aris was acule, 
The Seine, already high above 
its normal levels, continued to 
rise, pouring water into the sub- 
urbs and seeping into the city 
itself. Pumps were working ali 
cay long and although metro- 
politan traasportation facilities 
were not interrupted the city was 
on guard for any emergency, 

The important town of Juvisy 
found itself in a trap with the 
river Orge rising on one side and 
Seine menacing from the othe: 
Paris put itself on short water 
jrations, for the normal supply 
had been fouled by mud and 
there was no means of bringing 
in additional supplies of bottled 
water. 

So serio#s had the situation 
become that local officials pre- 
pared to ask the Chamber of De- 
puties what the government is 
going to do about the situation, 

Holland's problem was still 
serious, with the river Haas as 
the greatest threat, The Ger- 
man Rhine was still at flood, but 
it was believed that the worst 
was over for Germany.

A MINOR AFFLICTION 


People in this part of the world who 
thought they were being subjected to un- 
necessary attention by the elements on 
Saturday will note with interest that west- 
ern Europe was about the same time be- 
ing swept by wind and deluged with water. 

Albertans who spent a winter in the 
Flanders mud will have no difficulty in 
understanding what is meant when it is 
said that the rivers of France and Bel- 
gium spread themselves over vast areas 
of that low-lying country; nor in deciding 
that a half-day’s gale is a lesser affliction 
than an indefinite wallow in that water- 
soaked soil. 


GET ON WITH THE JOB 


Council having decided that an inves- 
tigation is required into the working of 
the city police force, it is to be hoped the 
enquiry will be got under way at once and 
completed as quickly as practicable. A 
prolonged “tear-up” of the department is 
desirable on no ground, and undesirable 
on many. 

A department that is under investiga- 
tion sometimes falls into disorganization, 
which necessarily grows worse the longer 
the process continues. Under the exist- 
ing conditions it would be particularly in- 
advisable to stage a long-drawn-out en- 
quiry, at the risk of creating conditions 
favorable to law-breaciers. 


EASIER SAID THAN DONE 


Congressmen at Washington have 
started a “band wagon” movement to 
slam the doors, bar all immigration, and 
preserve the available amount of em- 
ployment in the United States for people 
living in that country. 

Reports issued under official author- 
ity, and conditions as represented in 
newspapers of wide repute, give Canadians 
no cause for alarm at the prospect of be- 
ing prevented going to the United States 
to hunt for jobs. Unless these reports are 
altogether inaccurate, a rigid exclusion 
law would save the prospective immigrant 
to the United States the price he would 
have to pay for a ticket and the time he 
would waste looking for work where it is 
not to be found. 

If the “band wagon” movement is to 
be one hundred per cent effective, U. S. 
officials will have to be a good deal more 
successful in heading off outsiders who 
try to get past the barriers than Canadian 
officials have been in trying to prevent 
“streams” from the idle millions in the re- 
public trickling across the border to hunt 
for work in Canada. 


LOSE A .MINUTE—SAVE A LIFE 


Is it worth while killing a person to - 


Save a minute? 

Stated in that cold-blooded way, the 
proposition sounds too monstrous to need 
reflection; instinctively the response is 
that no one but a brute would consider 
making such a choice. 

Yet the thing is done daily; in dozens 
of instances throughout Canada and the 
United States. And that not by criminals, 
but by people who have no intention of 
taking life, and nothing to gain by doing 
80. 

Of the peopleswho are killed in road 
accidents on this continent, nine-tenths 
at least are the victims of some person's 
sen to save time at the cost of risking 
ife 

The motorist who “takes” a corner 
at speed which he knows to be dangerous 
is simply staking his own life and that of 
his passengers against a minute. 

The driver who races a railway train 
to a crossing is betting his life and the 
lives of those with him on the issue of a 
contest in which he has nothing to win— 
Save a minute. 

The one who “steps on the gas” and 
tears through the streets of a city is 
gambling the lives of other people against 
a moment of his own time. 

Fate seldom collects the penalty for 
this kind of folly. But that does not alter 
the fact that the man responsible invites 
the penalty. It is not due to his wisdom 
or care that the minute is saved and the 
life or lives not lost. 

And when fate does collect, then in a 
very literal way the driver has killed a 
person to save a minute—usually a 
minute which he does not need and does 
not really know what to do with.

RELIEF, NOT “STABILIZATION” 


Hon. Thomas Murphy, Minister of the 
Interior, says he doesn't sce how the 
Dominion Government can stabilize the 
If that does not make the 
decision unanimous, it should. The 
Government of Canada cannot say how 
much wheat is to be eaten in the world, 
nor how much is to be grown. Those are 
the factors which will stabilize the price 
of wheat and determine the level at which 
it is to stand, 

Whatever terms they may employ, the 
wheat-growers have not been asking the 
Government to stabilize prices. They have 
been asking for the fixing of an arbitrary 
and artificial price. That is an altogether 
different proposition. In effect the grow- 
ers are asking that they be saved from 
price stabilization at a level which leaves 
phem no profit on their operations. 

That of course is repugnant to the 
principles which western farmers gener- 
ally, and western people in the great 
majority, think should govern the shaping 
of national policy. But as the Govern- 
ment has undertaken to interfere with 
the law of supply and demand in order 
to help manufacturers and wage-earners 
through a period of depression, why 
should the farmer be left out when the 
distribution of special favors is being 
made? 

A bonus on wheat is illogical, and as 
a permanent policy is simply impossible. 
But as Government assistance is being 
extended to off-set the play of economic 
forces in regard to wages and industrial 
operations, it would seem reasonable that 
a measure of the assistance should go to 
the farmer, whose circumstances, more 
than those of any other class, affect the 
general welfare. A temporary bonus on 
wheat would not stabilize wheat prices. 
But it would prevent actual distress 
among the wheat-growers, and would give 
them time to readjust their operations in 
view of the level at which they think 
prices are likely to stabilize themselves.

Other causes are colic, teething, 
rickets, tonsil trouble, anemia, epilepsy and a 
rundown condition due to food not agreeing | 
with the child.e Measles, scarlet fever, pneu- 
monia, and smallpox may begin with a con- 
vulsion and fever in a child, when the same

Any accident which brings on a_ severe 
nervous shock may produce one of these 
temporary convulsions. The convulsions 
greatly resemble epilepsy, but these ordinary

your child has a convulsion is to immerse the 
child in hot water, but be careful that it is 
not hot enough to burn the child.

The enema is very useful if taken every

The spasms do not usually oceur when the 
bowels are kept open. 

It is a good plan to have the doctor exam- 
ine the child to find out the cause of the trou- 
ble. If some disease condition has produced 
a convulsion, then it must be overcome. If 
the convulsion is caused by errors in the feed- 
ing, which is often the case, the mother 
should find the mistakes and carrect them.

The wreck of the White 
Ship, November 26, 1120.

Professor Speaks 
On Plant Disease 


Peclosive to Pdmeonten Bulletin 

WETASKIWIN, Nov, 26.~Dr 
Asmodt, specialist on plant dis 
eases, University of Alberta, was 
the speaker at the meeting of 
the Kiwanis Club, recently, and 
he gave a very lucid and inter- 
esting address. Tracing the de- 
velopment of cereals as food for 
men from the earliest date, he 
stated that barley was one of 
the most ancient foods, He stat 
ed that the Jews in the time of 
King Solomon also used barley, 
and showed a sample of barley 
taken from a tomb of King Sol- 
omon, Which was some 3,900 
|years old. It was black and is 
|almost identical with the barley 
grown today 

The University is interested in 
entting a wheal that will resist 
drouth, rust and smut, and to 
obtain this end, experiments are 
being carried on with five hun- 
dred varieties of wheat, three 
hundred varieties of oats and 
one hundred and sixty variet- 
ies of barley. Some experiments 
|take as long as twenty years to
